nOWIE, Md.. April 14. — By a sensational 
dash through the stretch C. A. Coyle’s Rama, 
one of the licrhtweights in the Prince George 
Handicap, look down the $5,000 closing fea- 
ture of the Bowie meeting this afternoon. 
The going was deep in sloppy mud and the 
r.icc was run in a cold drizzle of rain that 
fell all afternoon. For this last day of the 
meeting that began the 1923 season in the 
Fast the conditions could hardly have been 
more di.sagrceable. In the forenoon snow was 
falling and by race time it had changed to 
a di.smal cold drizzle that made out-of-door 
sports anything but comfortable. But it 
was a program that brought out a tremend- 
ous crowd and. considering the track condi- 
tions, the races were interesting. 

Nine went to the post for the Prince 
George Handicap and most of those trying 
for this mile and a sixteenth race had at one 
time or another shown mud running ability, 
but none had shown better mud racing form 
than llama. It was generally conceded that 
he was not of sufficient class to take the 
measure of such a fast filly as Fair Phan- 
tom, but weight and mud brought them 
together and made the race a good one. 
From a good start Fair Phantom and Rep- 
aration were first to show. Scobie rode the 
filly hard to take the lead and when the 
backstretch was reached she was clear and 
racing fast. Reparation w'as under slight 
restraint in second place and Setting Sun 
was going w’ell back of them. Reparation 
was the first one to crack. He was ali 
through w'hen McLane shook him up in an 
effort to go to Fair Phantom. Then Setting 
Sun made his ch.allenge, but it was a dying 
effort and Fair Phantom wras still clear 
w'hcn .she made the turn for home. But all 
this time Rama had been racing next to the 
rail and gradually improving his position. 
He made a short turn into the stretch and 
before the eighth post was reached he and 
Tippity Witchet w’ere both closing up on the 
filly in a fashion that sent Scobie to a drive. 

OFFERS GALLAXT RESISTANCE. 

Fair Phantom made a gallant resistance, 
liut the early fast pace in the going had 
taken a deal out of her and Rama raced past 
her and was still going away at the end and 
won by a length. Tippity Witchet, on the 
outside, was also coming with a mighty 
ru.sh and was only a head back of the Jones 
lilly at the end. Copper Demon W'as fourth. 
He }»ad been last most of the way and 
clo.sed an immense gap to be so close up at 
the end. 

Idle Thoughts, a filly that had her racing 
education at New’ Orleans, w’as easily best 
of the two-year-olds that w’ent to the post 
in the opening lialf mile dash and w’on all 
the way. I^idy Choco was off well and there 
never was a time in the race that she did 
not hold the others just as safe as she was 
held .safe by the winner. Lee Adrin took 
thinl money. 

Ti<‘klish took a pur.se for W. II. Fizer in 
the second race. This veteran had run W’ell 
in minldy goitig on other occasions. Kirah 
showed the way for the first quarter, but 
both Ticklish and Delhi Maid raced by her 
and Ticklish soon had a decisive lead. Right 
at the end Wrangler passed Delhi Maid for 
second money. 

C. Winfrey’s old plater Camouflage came 
l»ack with another gorxi race in the claiming 
handi(rap that was third and was an easy 
winner from Spiigs, though at the end he 
was tiring in the going and was being shaken 
up by Smallwood. 

EASY FOR THE CLOWN. 

M. .Tones bad come to the races to sec Fair 
Phantom run in the feature race, and while 
he met with disappointment in that race, 
there was <*ompen.sation in the fifth race w’hen 
bis good Hc.ssian three-year-old The Clown 
was an ea.sy w’ inner. 

Just before this race there was a .sharp 
hail storm to add to the discomfort and the 
cold rain came back as the horses appeared 
on the track. The start was a good one and 
Dady Myra at once ru.shed to the front, but 
The Clown and Flying Devil W’ere not far 
away and High Speed was also close up. 

Lunsford soon took The Clown past the 
Txiuis lilly. hut Flying Devil was rigth after 
him. They ran together for a sixteenth, but 
it was .seen that The Clow’n was umler re- 
straint and when l.unsford w’as ready he had 
only to release him from restraint to win in 
a canter. 

The J.amh w’on the sixth race w’hen he 
beat Dantzic home, while Lad's Love w’as a 
close third. The Lamb cut out the pace 
most of the w’ay', but at the end had to do 
his best to save the day, while Dantzic and 
lead’s l»ve staged an exciting battle for 
second place. 



Exterminator and Other Stars 
Among Probable Starters in 
the Harford Handicap. 



HAVRE DE GRACE. Md.. April 14.— The 
picturesque course of the Harford Agricul- 
tural and Breeders’ Association is in spic 
and span order for the opening of the spring 
meeting of thirteen days which will be in- 
augurated Monday with the running of the 
Harford Handicap as the principal racing 
attraction. 

Seventeen high-cla.ss horses are named to 
meet in this sprinting handicap, which is at 
threc-qiiarteis of a mile. The great Exter- 
minator is the top weight, with 132 pounds, 
and is reported in fine fettle. He w’ill attempt 
to repeat his success of last year. There were 
many at that time who believed that Mr. 
Kilmer’s champion would be at a disadvan- 
tage at such a short distance, but he proved 
that he could sprint fa.st and w in at three- 
quarters as w^ell as at longer distances, de- 
feating Billy Kelly, Dexterous. Exedus. Bun- 
ga Buck. Serapis. Mercury, Due de Morny, 
Missionary, The Boy. Broomster and Bygone 
Days. The track w'as heavy last year and 
old Exterminator simply ran away from 
his opponents in the la.st eighth. It appears 
as if the track will he in the same condition 
Monday and everyone knows how well Ex- 
terminator runs in the mud. 

Again, as last year. Exterminator w’ill have 
foes worthy of his steel w’ith such as Careful, 
Wildur, Champlain, Centimeter, Daniel, Rock- 
minister, Southern Cress. Dinna Care. I.ady 
Baltimore. New Hampshire. Stoto, Brookholt, 
Carmandale. Broomster. Blazes and Rubicn 
as likely starters. It is said that Careful 
was carefully prepared on Long Island before 
being shipped here and w’ill be heavily backed 
by her connections to carry off the big open- 
ing feature. Rockminister has been going 
along slowly and has had the benefit of racing 
at Bowie, as have several other of the pros- 
pective starters in Monday’s race. At least 
a dozen are expected to answ’er the bugle 
call for this contest and a fine race is assured. 

The inaugural program sparkles with 
promise of interesting sport. The Chester 
Purse, at a mile and seventy yards, is the 
secondary attraction and with Tippity Witch- 
et, Irish Kiss, Dexterous, Biff Bang. Paul 
Jones, Dream of Allah, Rouleau, Hermis 
Kemble and Eulalia among the entries a 
spirited contest is in sight. 

A race for tw’c»-year-olds opens proceedings 
and there will be much interest manifested in 
this juvenile battle, as all but one of the 
nineteen entries are first-time starters, with 
little know'n as to their qualifications. 

All the other races have filled w’ell and 
aside from the uncertainty of the weather 
the prospects for an auspicious beginning 
are exceedingly bright. 



QUEBEC RACING BODY MEETS

Owners of California Track Re- 
ported Planning to Attack Con- 
stitutionality of Law. 



SAX FRANCISCO, Cal., April 14— Mat- 
thew O’Brien, general manager of the Pleas- 
anton race track, was in Washington the 
hist three weeks bnd witnessed the racing 
the first seven days at Bowie. O’Brien has 
held several conferences with James F. 
O’Hara an I Gadsen Bryan, who hold a 
controlling interest in the Pleasanton prop- 
erty', and it is expected he w’ill make an an- 
nouncement as to racing at the horse haven 
of the West on his return from the East. 
O’Hara and Bryan bought tw’o thirds inter- 
est in the Pleasanton track two years ago, 
but the transfer W’as not divulged until two 
months ago on the death of Rod Mackenzie, 
who formerly owned the track in its en- 
tirety. 

There is a persistent report here that the 
promoters will have O’Brien stage a “test” 
race at Pleasanton as a preliminary to the 
holding of meetings either prior to or fol- 
lowing that at Tanforan. The anti-betting 
law prohibits individual wagering as W'ell 
as bookmaking on the oral plan and it is 
said the owners of the track have been ad- 
vised by well-known attorneys that there 
is a good chance to knock out that provis- 
ion of the statute on the grounds that it is 
unconstitutional. 

Racegoers in the San Francisco bay reg- 
ion are very keen for the return of the sport 
as is shown by the interest that has been 
aroused already in the comparatively small 
meetings to be given in the summer and fall 
in connection with district fairs. 

A half mile track is planned by the San 
Jose Chamber of Commerce, to be built 
near Alum Rock, about a fifteen minute 
car ride from the heart of the city. The 
promoters hope to get some of the horses of 
A. K. Macomber, Frank .1. Kelley and others 
for the sport. The track w’ill be built im- 
mediately. The races are scheduled for 
August 11th to August 18th. 

The opinion prevails among racing en- 
thusiasts that the condition as to betting 
could not be any worse even with an ad- 
verse court decision, as things are abso- 
lutely ‘ bottled up” at present by the letter 
of the law. Interpretation by the highest 
court along the lines of freedom of individ- 
ual action and reading of the law’ as to its 
spirit rather than its exact w’ording are 
possible and in that event the w’ay w’ould 
be opened for friendly wagers at the races.

Heavy Rains Convert Courses Into 
Quagmires — Fails to Halt 
Derby Training.

LOUISVILLE, Ky.. April 14.— Flags were 
at half ma.st today from the City Hall and 
the Churchill Downs buildings in honor of 
Charles F. Grainger, former mayor and lead- 
ing turf official, who died here yesterday. 

Heavy rains of the past tw’O days has con- 
verted both the Louisville tracks into a 
quagmire, hut these conditions did not pre- 
vent many of the trainers giving their Derby 
eligibles ii-seful w’ork. While fast moves 
were out of the question, the high-strung 
thoroughbreds splashed through the mud 
and slush in a manner which denoted they 
were near racing condition. 

Trainer Pete Coyne sent Actuary and Park 
Hill, two Derby candidates in his barn, for 
a mile. While they did not work together, 
strange to .say they recorded practically the 
.'^ame time in every quarter throughout their 
gallops. They were caught by the timers: 
Quarter, 26*4, half in 54. three-quarters in 
1 :22%, mile in 1 :51. R. E. Vickerman, New 
York sportsman, who owns Park Hill, was 
here to .see his colt in action. He said he 
was plea.sed with his preparation for tlie 
Derby. 

KEENE DERBY ELIGIBLES. 

“Ham” Keene had all the Derby eligibles 
in the Keene stable out for w’ork this morn- 
ing. Alice Blue Gown and Aliss Muffins 
worked together five-eighths in 1 :14. (^hitta- 
gong and Flow’ers of Love splashed through 
the sloppy going three-quarters in 1 ;22-’>b. 
the first quarter in 26% and the half in 54. 

Trainer James McKinney worked Vanish- 
ing Boy with blinkers a mile in 1:50%. Ho

A1 Kirby sent Donegal for a half in 57. 

Dr. Clark, Mo.se Goldblatt’s handicap horse, 
seemed at home in the going when he w’ent 
three-quarters in 1:24%. Firebrand worked 
a half in 5:*. Buster show’cd the same dis- 
tance in 51, the best work of the morning. 

Over at Douglas Park little was doing. 
Trainer George Land sent In Memoriam 
three-eighths in 38%. Great Jaz, in the same 
stable, went the distance in 39%. 

Trainer Alex Gordon galloped Cartoonist 
and Hyperion a lialf mile in a minute. It 
is said that adverse weather conditions has 
delayed the shipment of the Fisher stable 
to Jamaica and that it would possibly re- 
main at Douglas Park for another w’eok. 

MADDEN HORSES GO EAST. 

Frank Taylor, who has been at Churchill 
Dow’ns for several days will train a number 
of horses for John E. Madden in the East, 
shipped a carload of the Madden racers to the 
Jamaica track this morning. Four other 
thoroughbreds were received at the Madden 
stable from Hamburg Place, near Lexing- 
ton. 

Roscoe Goose, trainer for John S. Ward, 
announced today that Donges would not I o 
sent to Maryland to fill his .stake engage- 
ment in the Preakness. He said, how’ever, 
the colt w’ould he taken to T.exington to run 
in the Blue Grass Stakes, the feature of the 
closing day’s racing at the old association 
course.

Showing. 

Kentucky Derby Wagering 
Preferences, 

Jockey Coltiletti’s New Op- 
portunity. 

A prominent feature of the' Bowie meeting, 
a rfgrettable feature, has been the unexpected 
ill-success of the Audley Farm Stable, other- 
wise the Montfort Jones Stable. In advance 
much was rightfully* expected by the public 
from its horses, w’ith little realized. On the 
form of last year’s racing Rockminister might 
reasonably be considered about the best four- 
year-old in the United States. His racing has 
been dismally ineffective. And so of the 
others which have started at Bow’ie, except in 
the case of Fair Phantom. Her races in the 
Inaugural Handicap and Prince George Han- 
dicap were excell3nt. It has been tacitly and 
correctly accepted that trainer Spence brought 
these horses to Bowie to fit them for future 
contests on more important tracks. He is a 
trainer of demonstrated skill and it is practi- 
cally' impossible that he did not know’ his horses 
were unfit to race to their true form. Th? 
fair inference is that he raced them at Bowie 
as a part of their training, instead of in the 
confident expectation of winning races. Truly 
this is a case of bad turf morality. 



That the Kentucky Derby is, in public esti- 
mation, what is called an open race is exem- 
plified in the fact that some sixty of its 145 
entries have already been hacked to win sub 
stantially. No doubt others unbacked as yet 
will come in for support in the course of the 
month to elapse before the big race comes to 
its day of decision. Generally speaking it is 
observable that the heaviest backing has been 
awarded those which distinguished themselves 
in their racing w’hen two-year-olds. Thus En- 
chantment, Zev, Sally’s Alley, Dunlin, Cherry 
Pie, Donges, Martingale, Messenger and Gos- 
hawk were all credited with remarkable per 
formances last year and all have been steadily 
backed except Goshawk. Why he has been 
negheted does not appear. He was one of the 
best and in the Hopeful Stakes ran Dunlin to 
three-quarters of a length, w’ith 130 pounds on 
his hack to 115 on Dunlin. Howrever, the lay 
ers are taking no liberties with this excellent 
colt. Quit recently Zev has been so heavily

Interesting Facts Concerning S. 
Sanford’s National Winner. 



Has Many Admirers in California — How This 
Promising Colt Was Acquired. 



How the Liverpool Race Was Run and 
Won by the Irish-Bred and American- 
Owned Jumper. 



(BY K E. COUSSELL.) 

LONDON. England, March 27.— “What do 
you think of my hack?” asked trainer George 
Blackwell one morning in the last December 
sales week, when I met him riding down 
Newmarket High street. 

“He looks a good hardy sort.” 

“Yes. he is ; he is hardy enough to win 
the next Grand National and if he keeps 
well he will do so, for his name is Ser- 
geant Murphy.” 

This conversation was recalled to my mind 
when I heard the result of the Grand Na 
tional. Last year at Liverpool the day be- 
fore the great steeplechase Blackwell intro- 
duced me to the late Charlie Hawkins, with 
the remark : “He is riding Sergeant Murphy 
tomorrow and 1 think an American owner is 
going to win the National for the first time.” 
Blackwell’s prophecy did not materialize, 
for the Sergeant, at the canal turn, slipped 
into Ih? open ditch and unwittingly caused 
a scrimmage which effectually settled the 
chance of six or seven prominent candidates. 
Hawkin.s was the only rider to have his 
mount going again. 

SERIES OF 3IISHAPS. 



He went back for a run, cleared the fence 
all right. Then his bridle slipped. Dis- 
mounting again, his rider put matters to 
rights. The Sergeant went after the other 
four or five runners still on their feet and 
then about half a mile ahead. In the end 
Mr. Sanford’s horse made a bold bid for 
fourth place, which he took. 

All this is preliminary to the great triumph 
of Sergeant Murphy and all his connections 
at I.,iverpool on Friday, March 23, when it 
is officially stated that a crowd of upwards 
of 80.000 onlookers gathered at Aintree. 

The first and third days of the meeting 
were perfect in weather conditions. On 
the National day a thick mist made it im 
possible to see beyond the third fence. The 
raising of the entrance fee to $500 reduced 
the field by five only as compared with 
1222, when there were thirty-three starters. 

A record was established when it was seen 
the field of tw'cnty-eight included four 
American-owned animals. Stephen Sanford’s 
Sergeant Murphy. A. S. CocOiran’s Libretto 
J. E. AVidener’s Duettiste and Foxhall 
Keene’s Masterful. All the w’orld know’.s 
that Sergeant Murphy “came back” at thir 
teen years old to W’in the race. Duettiste 
came to grief before Becher’s, and labretto 
fell before completing the first circuit. Mas 
terful, in falling, broke a fetlock and w’as 
destroyed.

The race was run in a thick mist. After 
Arravale had been forced out at Becher’s 
lirook Sergeant Murphy and Drifter led the 
field. The latter was first over the water, 
with Shaun Spadah, Forewarned, Conjurer 
II. and seven others following at intervals. 

Thu.s there w'ere twelve survivors the first 
time round. Forew’arned, the favorite, fell 
at the same fence which settled Duettiste 
the previou.s time round. The runners were 
not even phantoms— they w'ere obliterated, 
When the field could be distingui.shed at the 
straight it was seen that Sergeant Murphy 
led Conjurer II. and Shaun Spadah. The last 
named passed Conjurer II. at the final fence 
but could make no impression on Sergeant 
Mur])hy, whose three-lengths victory' was tre 
mendously cheered. 

Conjurer II. was beaten six lengths for 
second place, with Punt Gun. 155 pounds, 
fourth ; Drifter. 150 pounds, fifth : Max, 159 
pounds, sixth, and Cinders II., which carried 
142 pounds and was a 100 to 1 chance, 
seventh. No others finished. 

Of course the honors went to Shaun Spa 
dah. which ran the race of his life. He car- 
ried top weight. 175 pounds, and was con 
ceding 18 pounds to Sergeant Murphy. Con 
jurer 11. carried 154 pounds. The time was 
9 minutes and 36 seconds. This is 21 seconds 
faster than Music Hall’s a year ago. Indeed, 
the Sergeant’s time is the best since Ascetic’s 
Silver made the record of 9 minutes and 34% 
seconds in 1906. 



BOWNS HORSES AT JAMAICA 



Trainer Carroll Brings Stable Back from New 
Orleans for Local Racing. 



SAN FRANCISCO. Cal., April 14.— George 
Marshall, joint owner with his brother, L. F. 
Marshall, of the Kentucky Derby candidate 
Prince K., will leave here April 25 for New 
York. He plans to witness the opening day’s 
sport at Jamaica, in accordance with his 
custom of many years. George Marshall pre- 
fers the New York sport to that of any other 
section of the country, but he finds time now 
and then to take a trip to Kentucky or Mary- 
land when something special is on. The met- 
ropolitan creuit can hardly hold him on the 
day of the running of the Derby with his 
own horse among the probable starters, so 
he will leave the metropolis a few days 
prior to May 19 to be present on Derby day 
at Churchill Downs. 

“Brother Louis” writes that Prince K. is 
going in fine style at I.ouisville and there 
will be a lot of “pulling” here for the gelding 
the day the big race is run. The Marshall 
brothers had Hector and other fleet ones 
at local courses in the “old days.” The for- 
tunes of Prince K., Marie Miller, Courtship 
and others that have been wearing their 
colors in recent years have been watched 
closely by racing enthusiasts of the San 
Francisco Bay region. 

George Marshall believes the element of 
luck enters a good deal into the running of 
importiint events and of cour.se is hoping 
the “break.s,” as the baseball men call them, 
will come his way in the Derby. 

Prince K. was turned over to Marshall In 
manner similar to that in which William 
Daniel acquired Blanc Seing. The son of 
Mont d’Or II. and Louvois is not altogether 
sound and Tom Welsh, trainer of the J. E. 
Widener stable, had so many other prom- 
ising yearlings two years ago he did not 
care al>out keeping liim. 

“You take him along. George,” Welsh said 
to Marshall, “and if he ever does anything, 
$700 will be the purcha.se price.” 

Prince K. was a good winner as a two- 
yeir-old, winning ten races. He started 
early and kept up his good licks all year, 
with the exception of a period of two or 
three months when his dicky underpinning 
prevented him from going to the races. 

The workouts of the three-year-old are 
attracting the widest attention out this way 
and many a wager is being put down on the 
sterling bay’s chances in the “Darby.”

SERGEANT 311RPHY IRISH-BRED. 

Like so many brilliant National horses the 
first two this year were foaled in Ireland. 
Sergeant Murphy is a chestnut gelding. 1910, 
bred by the late G. L. AValker and sired 
by General Symons from Rose Graft, by 
Ascetic. The last named was probably the 
most wonderful sire of steeplechasers ever 
known, though he himself as a race horse 
W’as not worth $500, 

Ascetic stands alone in turf history as 
having sired three Grand National winners 
ill Cloister. Drumcree and Ascetic’s Silver. 
The second dam was Roscstock, by Preston- 
pans. son of Prince Charlie, from Uoseleaf, a 
sister to Coward, which appears in a few 
pedigrees. She was by Fright, from Hose 
Noble, by Harkaway. This has been an Irish 
family for over eighty years. 

General Symons was a well-bred horse by 
Childwick. He died in 1910 when twelve 
years old and Sergeant Murphy was one of 
the last of his offspring. General Symons, 
which was from Hamiltrude, by Hampton, 
Avas bred by the late II. A. Brice. When a 
yearling he went wrong in the fore joints, 
which almost turned right round. He w:is 
about to be destroyed when the Iri.sh hreoilor 
John Taylor vi.sited the stud and pleaded for 
the colt’s life. Reluctantly Brice made a 
pre.se.it of the colt to Taylcr, expressing 
the hope he would be lucky if he reached the 
station with the liorse. Anyway General 
Symons Avent to Mulling.'ir. For a few sea- 
sons he AA'as mated Avith odds and ends of 
mares. He forced his Avay to the front 
and became so successful that at the linn’ 
of h’s death he was commanding a fee of 
11 , 000 . 

It needs only to be said that Sergeant 
Murphy started fourth favorite at 100 to 6, 
while 20 to 1 was laid against Shaun Spadah. 
After the race King George, who wiis present 
Anrith the Prince of Wales, specially sent fer 
Mr. Sanford and Captain Bennett to offer 
them his personal congratulations upon their 
great and popular triumph. Blackwell Avas 
missing, having gone to attend to his charge.

TRACERH HALF BROTHER 



Top Hat, Owned by John Mc£. 
Bowman, Will Be Bred to 
Mares at New York Farm. 



NEW YORK. N. Y., April 14.— Top Hat, 
half brother to the noted race herse and 
sire Tracery and the stake winner Trap 
Roik, has been brought back to the United 
States by John McE. Bowman and he will 
be located for the season of 1923 at Stone- 
hedge Farm, near Port Chester, N. Y. 

Mr. Bowman has a number of good mares 
at Stonehedge and these and other thorough- 
bred dams in the vicinity will be bred to 
Top Hat. The horse will next fall go to 
Hal Price Headley’s Beaumont Stud in Ken- 
tucky, 

Top Hat was bred by Major August Bel- 
mont. and Mr. Bowman lent the stallion to 
the Cuban republic for a term of years In 
order to help out the work of general pur- 
pose horse improvement which was under 
way with General Agramonte at its head. 

American breeders are now to have a 
chance to avail themselves of the blood 
which lias produced some of the greatest 
horses in the world. Hastings, which sired 
Fair Play, sire of Man o’ War and other 
great performers, is also the sire of Top 
Hat, while Topiary, by Orme, for which 
Major Belmont paid $20,000, Is his dam. 
The quality of Topiary as a brood mare is 
shown by three such sons as Tracery, which 
was sold for $264,000, a record price for 
a thoroughbred in this or any other country; 
Trap Rock and Top Hat in successive ye.ars, 
Sam Hildreth, who trained Top Hat, says 
he could beat any iiorse in the Belmont 
stable with 150 pounds as an impost. That 
Major Belmont . believes in the blood which 
Top Hat repre.sents is shown by his ex- 
pressed intention to send some of his good 
mares to him next year. Top Hat is a 
winner both on the flat and through the field.
